MATT. XVI: 13-23. 


The Great Confession. 


BY WARREN H. LANDON, D. D. 


Golden Text: ‘*Thou art the Christ, the 
son of the living God.” 

The Place. It was near the sources of 
Jordan, under the shadows of Mt. Her- 
mon, a quiet, secluded spot. Christ was 
entering upon anew era in his work. 
After prayer, his disciples being gath- 
ered about him, he called forth the great 
confession. 

The Confession. He first asked them 
what opinion prevailed among men as 
to who he was. Their answer showed 
that there was a variety of opinions. 
Then he put the question directly to 
them, “Whom say ye that I am?” 
Promptly from Peter, ever foremost, came 
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COMPLEXION POWDER | 
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the noble confession, ‘““Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.’’ He 
evidently spoke for all of the disciples, 
and they must have silently, if not aud- 
ibly, assented to his confession. Chrys- 
ostom, in this connection, speaks of 
Peter as “the mouth of the Apostles.” 
Dr. Schaff says: “The confession of Peter 
is the first and fundamental Christian 
confession of faith * * a confession 
of Jesus Christ as the center and heart 
of the whole Christian system, and the 
only and all-sufficient fountain of spirit- 
ual life.” It was, indeed, a confession 
of the divinity of Christ, though Peter 
may not have fully understood the 
meaning of his own words, as we under- 
stand them. But Peter was ever an en- 
thusiastic, impulsive disciple. May he 
not have gone too far, and exaggerated 
inthisanswer? Evidently not, judging 
from Christ’s words which follow. Christ 
did not correct him, and say, No, Peter, 
I am only a good man. He declared 
that Peter was right, so right, that his 
answer must have been given him from 
heaven. 

The Rock Foundation of the Church. 
(v. 18.) For centuries controversy has 
raged about this verse. The statement 
here is that the church is built upon a 
rock, a firm foundation. But what is 
the rock? The Catholic church says it 
is Peter. But the difficulty with this 
interpretation is thatjPeter was not rock. 
Peter became a very\ decided character 
after Pentecost, but/at the time these 
words were spokén he was far from 
being firm. A {little later Christ called 
him a stone of stumbling (v.23, “offense’’) 
And we recall also that still later it was 
Peter who denied his Lord. There are 
two words in this verse which in the 
original Greek are much alike, and yet 
which differ in meaning. Christ said, 
‘‘Thou art Petros; and upon this petra I 
will build my church.” Petros or Peter 
means a stone or piece of rock. Petra 
means the rock itself, bed-rock. Christ 
said, ‘“Thou art a piece of rock; and 
upon this bed-rock,” something other 
than Peter though something of which 
Peter might be a part or with which he 
might be intimately associated, “I will 
build my church.” This brings us to 
the two leading Protestant views of 
Christ’s words. First,the rock is Christ. 
Upon this rock, the Christ whom thou 
hast confessed, I will build my church. 
God is often called rock, but nowhere 
in Scripture isa human being called a 
rock. Second, the rock is the confession 
of Christ which Peter made. The 


church is to be built upon personal con-. 


fession of Christ as. the Son of God.

says “I will build my church.” Christ 
is the builder of the church. In all our 
efforts to build up the Church, let us 
remember that we are workers together 
with him, ‘‘And the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.” We may take 
this to mean that no hostile power shall 
prevail against the Church. Unbelief, 
death and the devil have assailed it age 
after age, but still it stands. 
“Oh, where are kings and empires now, 
Of old that went and came ? 
But, Lord, thy church is praying yet, 

A thousand years the same.’ 

The power of the keys.—These words 
are referred by some to the remission 
and retaining of sins(comp. John 20, 23); 
by others, to the power of legislation in 
the Church; by others, to the determina- 
tion as to what things are to be regarded 
as giving a claim to admission to the 
kingdom, and what things exclude one 
fromit. The last view brings the words 
into the closest relation to what pre- 
cedes. The thought of the passage 
seems to be that the apostles, 
Peter and the rest—Peter as the leader 
of the rest—were to exercise those 
powers in the building up of the Church 
which were essential after the depar- 
ture from earth of Jesus himself. The 
authority wasdelegated to them as they 
were guided by and under control of the 
Spirit. This view is confirmed by sub- 
sequent events. At no time do we find 
the apostles using such words as Christ 
had used, “Thy sins be forgiven thee.” 
But wedo find them admitting to and 
excluding from the kingdom. These 
words to Peter were fulfilled when at 
Pentecost he admitted Jews and in the 
house of Cornelius he admitted Gentiles 
to the Church. 

Christ’s Prophecy concerning his death. 
(V. 21.) How accurately he outlined 
allthe circumstances attending it! It 
was to occur at Jerusalem. It was to be

at the instance of the chiefs of the na- 
tion. He was to be killed. He would 
rise again the third day. All this was 
fulfilled. 

The rebuke. Peter rebuked Christ for 
such wordsconcerning himself, and then 
Christ very sternly rebuked Peter. He 
addressed him as Satan, recognizing in 
Peter’s words another temptation of Sa- 
tan like that in the wilderness. Peter 
had confessed Christ as the Messiah, but 
he was a long way yet from understand- 
ing what Christ’s real mission to this 
earth was. He wished to dictate to 
Christ. There are people still who 
would like to tell the Lord what to do. 
Men’s ideas and God’s often differ. Isa. 
lv : 8, 9.
